NOMEN AND CHILDREN FIRST. 


\fter They Are All Safe In the Lifee 
boats It is Every Man For Himself in 
a Desperate Fight For Life, With Of- 
ficers and Crew Trying to Keep Order. 


“The women and children first al- 
ways, and after them—hell.” 

This was the way the “rules of the 
tea” were explained by a veteran cap- 
‘ain of a big Atiantle liner. He was 
isked to explain in detail just what

“On the deep sea we use force if nec- 
*ssary,” continued the skipper, “to keep 
pack the men and let the women and

ifeboats. But once they have been 
oaded then it becomes a case of each 
;man for himself, and, wiile the offt- 
i would try to keep a 
semblance of order, they bave no right 
to give preference to any one. The 
frst ones in line are the ones to get on

Life 
ls sweet, and they are justified in do- 
jing all they can to save themselves. 
| All we seek to do 1s to stop them from 
| Interfering with those who cannot pro 
|tect themselves and so have not the 
| same chance of being saved.” 

According to the description of the 
method of abandoning ship which is 
practiced in daily drill, the passengers 
| as far as possible are gathered in the 
assembly rooms when the captain real- 
izes that his ship is in desperate 
|straits, Every measure is employed 
to calm them, and while the officers 
and crew take thelr appointed stations 
the passengers are told that it has been 
deemed best to take to the lifeboats. 

While the passengers are held in the 
saloons the crew strip the lifeboats of 
their incumbrances, rig the falls and 
then lower themselves in the boats 
from the boat deck down to the upper 
deck, where the boats swing from the 
davits, touching the ship's side just be- 
low the rail, 

Say there are elght lifeboats on each 
pide of the vessel. Lanes are formed 
of members of the crew, and through 
these Janes the women and children 
Bre passed to the officer who stands at’ 
the railing and who hands the passen- 
gers over the rail into the lifeboat with 
the help of two of the boat's crew. 

If any men try to break through 
these lines they are thrown back. If 
|they persist and become a menace to 
}order they may be shot. Bach officer 
ls armed with a brace of pistols for 
|use in just such emergencies. 
| In each bout there is food of a com- 
| pressed sort and water. The bcats 
handle from fifty to seventy persons 
each, including the sallors who man 
|them. Each boat is commanded by an 
oficer, The surgeon, purser, engineers 
aud other staff officers take thelr turn 
jin the boats when the list of line offi 
| cers has been exhausted, 

Once the women and chiidren are 
|put in the boats the men take their 
turns if there js room left. 

It should be said that tu loading the 
lifeboats absolutely no distinction ts 
| drawn between the different classes of 
passengers, The women and children 
of the steerage are given the sume

HE real old fashioned garden ts not 
the up to date old fashioned border 
laid out in stately rows like a well 


planted patchwork quilt, but the real/° 


old heterogeneous. mass of bloom and 
foliage that used to meet the eye in our 
granny’s garden. 

Whatever ideas you have entertained 
about stiff borders and formal garden 
layouts will vanish utterly under the 
spell this garden casts around you. In- 
stead of the orderly, stiffly designed 
flower beds one finds great banks of 
phlox, clumps of peonies, trellises of 
sweet peas and banks of nasturtiums. 
By this is not meant an ill kept, over- 
grown weedy affair, not by any means, 
for this garden must be weed free. 
Weeds must not get the advantage, but 
must be rooted out in earnest and 
burned. Then the garden must not have 
too much or too little water. A garden 
on a southern slope is an ideal site. 
Then there is plenty of air and plenty 
of drainage, both necessary to the 
growth of flowers. 

Every one who owns a garden gets to 
know that dirt is not soll. The earth

client Civilization 

Still another “oldest city in the 
world” has been discovered. Wh.v 
T. Hewitt Myring found vases in Peru 
in ruins which were said to be 7,000 
years old it was imagined that the re- 
mains of early civilizations had boen 
vushed as far into antiquity as they 
would ever go. But A. Lafave, a 
mining engineer, has found the relica 
of a town in an Arizona tablelard 
| near Phoenix, which he insists are at 
least 10,000 years old. The bulid- 
ings are on a level stretch of count.y 
where neither silt nor wash was pos- 
| sible and yet the ruins were cove;on 
with ten feet of prairie dust whico 
the discoverer claims required ages 
to accumulate, 

The buildings of sandstone show 
| reat architectural skill and in tne 
| Walls were found a box of cotton bol's 
and a sealed jar of corn, both weil 
preserved, The Arizona climate 
does not permit the growth of coitm 
jin the present age, so Mr. Lafave as- 
sumes that sufficient time must have 
elapsed since the cotton which he 
| found wes grown to have wrought a 
complete change in the character of 
the country. This period he also 
gauges as something like 10,000 
years. 

He is satisfied that the ruins are 
older than those of Ninevah or Baby- 
lon. He believes that the race which 
built his town was possessed of a 
high civilization from the abundance 
of artistically wrought pottery and 
that 1. subsequently was broken up 
by Internal dissentions and possibly 
degenerated into the cliff dwelling 
people,—Chicago Tribune.
